Nickerson 
Lashes Out 
At Wilson 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala., June t7 
CB—Col. John C. Nickerson Jr., 
standing every last inch of his 
ground, today accused Defense 
Secretary Charles E. Wilson of 
’’grave errors” In curtailing the 
Army's guided missile program. 
*These are grave errors which 
greatly diminish our over-all 
combat powers — they ar# er­ 
rors not likely to be balanced 
by corresponding Russian er­ 
rors,” added the 41-year-old 
field-grade officer in a defiant 
statement directed at Wilson, 
second only to President Elsen­ 
hower In 
American 
military 
power. 
Thus Nickerson followed the 
rime lonely path trod 32 years 
ago by Brig. Gen. William Billy 
Mitchell. His career was wreck­ 
ed by his stubborn Insistence 
that th# then-infant air arm of 
the military was being danger­ 
ously neglected. Nickerson faces 
the same possible fate for his 
defense of the Army missile 
program. 
Denied 
However, 
Nickerson 
denied 
that he set out with the inten­ 
tion of becoming a martyr to a 
cause. He testified: M1 never 
had any intention of Inviting a 
court-martial.” 
He said he was concerned 
with national security. And he 
added that It was his conviction 
that th* Army could produce a 
1,500-mlle range guided missile 
faster and more than IOO mil­ 
lion dollars cheaper than the 
Air Force, to whom the sole 
assignment recently was hand­ 
ed. 
On cross-examination, Nick­ 
erson acknowledged that he 
(Ared obedience to Wilson’s di­ 
rective. He insisted he did not 
Intend to “pressure” Wilson in­ 
to changing the curtailment or­ 
der. Nickerson said he wanted 
to get all the facta before Wil­ 
son because: “I knew he was 
wrong.”

think the defense secretary was 
in possession of all the facts 
needed for a proper decision on 
the missile question.

CANADENSIS — Death due 
to an apparent sudden heart 
attack came to a resident of

Security Bill 
Passes First 
House Hurdle 


WASHINGTON, June IT Oh— 
A bill that would largely nulli­ 
fy the June 3 Supreme Court 
decision giving defendants ac­ 
cess to certain FBI records 
cleared IU first legislative hur­ 
dle in the House today. 
A Judiciary subcommittee ap­ 
proved the measure, introduced 
by Rep. Walter (D-Pa), who is 
a Judiciary Committee member 
and also chairman of the House 
Committee on Un-American Ac­ 
tivities. 
Subcommittee Chairman Wil­ 
lis (D-La) remarked, “So far as 
I am concerned, this is only the 
beginning.” 
He said the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee has “an obligation” to 
review the whole series of re­ 
cent decisions by the court, In­ 
cluding those of June IT, set­ 
ting bounds for what congres­ 
sional committees may do in 
an Investigation, and those un­ 
der which convictions of some 
Communist leaders wero re­ 


fer more of tho same calm but 
by no moons gentle prosecution 
grilling.

Russia Issues Threat To 
W e s t Germany’s Future 


MOSCOW, June ti tm—The Soviet Union declared today hopes 
of German reunification can be buried if West Germany accepts 
nuclear armaments from the West. 
In a note which appeared certain to have repercussions In the 
U. N. disarmament talks now4>- 
going on in London, the Soviet 
Union told West Germany “nu­ 
clear armament of Germany 
and German reunification are 
irreconcilable.” 
A settlement of world political 
conflicts, which would include 
reunification of Germany, bas 
been tied into proposals submit­ 
ted to the London conference, 
Hie United States has propos­ 
ed a three-phase redaction of 
Soviet and U. S. armed forces, 
provided it is accompanied by 
an Improvement in East-West 
political relations. The United 
States also has assured West 
Germany, which is not repre­ 
sented in the London talks, that 
it would be consulted on all 
measures undertaken to reach 
a disarmament agreement. 
The Soviet note—handed to 
West German Ambassador Wil­ 
helm Haas by Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko—de­ 
clared West Germany was set­ 
ting itself up as an arbiter in 
the London negotiations. The 
note also accused West Ger­ 
many of trying to make agree­ 
ment on disarmament dependent 
on “certain conditions.”

WASHINGTON, Jane 97 Vt—- 
The State Department’s right to 
require passport applicants to 
say whether they are or have 
been Communists was upheld 
5-3 today by the U. S. Court of 
Appeals.

(1) Confidential information 
may be used in passing on pass­ 
port applications "when foreign 
affairs or national security is 
involved.” 
(2) Persons falling within the 
department’s regulations barr­ 
ing passports to communists 
and others engaged in activities 
to

movement “are not Illegally de­ 
nied any constitutional right if 
they are refused passports.1

Kent and Dr. Briehl did not 
respond to the department’s de­ 
mands that they submit sworn 
statements setting forth wheth­ 
er they were or ever had been 
Communists and asking explan' 
ations of their alleged conner 
tions with certain named or 
ganizations. 


New Church

The United Church of Christ, 
bom of a marriage of two long- 
separated Protestant bodies, to­ 
day voiced its desire that all 
Christiana be joined “in one 
flock, with one shepherd.” 
In a message to th e whole 
church of Jesus Christ through­ 
out the world,” the General 
Synod of the newly-merged de­ 
nominations said: 
“At this moment of the Joy­ 
ous new access of life imparted 
by the union, the United Church 
of Christ is stricken in con­ 
science at its continuing sep­ 
aration from the rest of the 
church.” 
An official said the message 
wae addressed to all churches— 
Protestant Roman Catholic and 
Orthodox, This is In line with 
objectives stated tai the merger 
plan describing Christ’s whole 
church aa greater than any one 
or all of them.

Prompt action on a request from Dr. 
Maurice K* Goddard, secretary of for­ 
ests and waters, is expected at separate 
borough council meetings in Strouds­ 
burg and East Stroudsburg next week. 
The state official, in identical letters 
to Burgesses Hal H. Harris and Jesse 
R. S. Flory, urged that a public meeting 
or conference be set for Monday, July 
8 to discuss the basic flood protection 
I study for Brodheads and McMichaels 
; Creeks. 
A preliminary report on the local 
flood control proposal has been 
completed by an architectural en­ 
gineering firm and copies of the re­ 
port sent to both boroughs. 
The Forests and Waters Department 
will take no further action, Dr. Goddard 
I said, until “local interests furnish as­ 
surances of their participation.” 
As sponsors, the boroughs would be 
required to accept certain stipulations 
laid down by the department As pro­ 
posed, the project does not include a 
local monetary participation, Dr. God­ 
dard said. Only costs incidental to the 
project, such as operation of pumping 
stations, would be borne by the local 
groups. 


The boroughs are asked to provide 
lands, easements, rights-of-way, spoil 
areas and ponding areas; to order the 
removal or relocation of utility lines 
which interfere with construction; to 
install draining gates at sanitary sewer 
outlets; to provide areas from which 
clay for levee embankments and large 
stone for rip-rapping may be procured, 
and to agree to maintain and operate 
the project when completed. 
Estimated cost of the basic plan is 
$8,155,660. There are three alternate 
plans, the least expensive of which 
would cost an estimated $2,485,100. All 
construction costs would be borne by 
the state with the prospect of federal 
reimbursement 
Need for adequate flood protection In 
the two boroughs was demonstrated In 
August 1955. Since then, local authori­ 
ties have cooperated fully with state of­ 
ficials in setting up a flood control pro­ 
gram for the twin boroughs. 
We are confident therefore, both 
borough councils will give careful con­ 
sideration to Dr. Goddard’s request at 
next week’s meetings and take what­ 
ever steps are essential to expedite the 
program.

A tremendous triumph by American 
scientists and an equally tremendous 
reassurance to human fears were con­ 
tained Monday in the anouncement that 
the United States now can make nu- 
. dear weapons 95 per cent free of radio­ 
active fallout With further testing, 
they can be produced almost IOO per 
' cent “dean.” 
Here is the answer that demolishes 
the arguments of those who have been 
calling on the Administration to end 
nudear tests, even, as some would have 
It without fool-proof inspection guar- 
; antees that Soviet Russia would do the 
1 same. 
For the three University of Califor- 
nix scientists who achieved the break­ 
-through toward a completely “clean 


bomb based their calculations on know­ 
ledge gained from previous tests. The 
paradox is that without these tests, 
which Soviet propaganda seized on as a 
cold war weapon against this country, 
atomic and hydrogen bombs free from 
fallout could not be produced. 
The announcement will have a pro­ 
found effect on the disarmament talks 
in London and on military strategy. 
These development lie in the futures. 
The immediate result is justification 
of the tests. In this sense the Ameri­ 
can “dean” bomb has blasted the propa­ 
ganda initiative from the Communists. 
And our congratulations to the Cali­ 
fornia scientists, Drs. Edward Teller, 
Ernest 0. Lawrence and Mark Mills.

There may 
be something 
useful in this 
report The Coaomlasion con­ 
tains very distinguished names 
and I ase on it my old friend, 
A m es P. McGranery who used 
to be Attorney General of the 
United States and who knows 
very 
much 
about 
security. 
There is aim Reprsentative 
Francis E. Walter who heads 
tho House Committee on Un- 
American Activities. 
But what is the user The 
Supreme Court has 
already 
settled most of the questions 
that this report deals with. The 
Supreme Court has really out­ 
lawed security. It has taken 
the position that when there 
Is a conflict between the free­ 
dom of the individual and the 
security of the nation, the con­ 
flict shall be resolved hi favor 
of freedom of the individual 
even if that indvidual believes 
that the major problems of 
this nation are to be solved 
by the conspiratorial 
Com­ 
munist Party. 
In the Jencks decision the 
Supiem e Court lessened the 
usefulness of the FBI which 
remains the only effective gov­ 
ernmental agency to fight this 
type ct conspiracy; in the W at­ 
kins decision it made it prac­ 
tically Impossible to establish 


the conspiracy by evidence. 
So, I look at tbs Summary 
of Recommendations in this 
massive volume and I find that 
someone wants a big and ex­ 
pensive job because what is 
recommended Is a Central Se­ 
curity Office. But what good 
is a Central Security Office if 
it is impossible, because of Su­ 
preme Court decisions, to prove 
the main conspiracy? Look at 
this sentence: “A man who 
talks too freely when in his 
cups, or a pervert who is vul­ 
nerable to blackmail, may both 
be security risks although both 
may be loyal Americans.” la 
a man loyal to his country 
who permits himself to become 
a prey of spies?

W ell, why not 
say so openly and directly and 
let’s all watch a fight because 
no long-existing part of tha 
bureaucracy wants to hand 
over to a new agency any sa 
its functions? Herbert Hoov­ 
er could have told this Com­ 
mission all about that had they 
asked him. At any rate, I note 
at tha end of the book, a dis­ 
sent by Judge James P. Mc­ 
Granery who in it says: 
"There is no substitute for 
sound sdministrstlvs proced­ 
ures and the exercise of com­ 
monsense, Tha tim# has coma 
for emphasis to be placed on 
th# spirit af the law.”

That’s what Richards report­ 
ed at a private meeting with 
the 
House 
Foreign 
Affairs 
Committee, which he formerly 
heeded. 
Other 
publishable 
high­ 
lights of his significant discus­ 
sion are: 
The nine countries getting 
the $118,000,000 are Afghanis­ 
tan, Ethiopia, Iran, Iraq, Leb­ 
anon, Libya, Morocco, Saudi 
Arabia, and Tunisia. The bulk 
of the grants to them is for 
supporting their budgets, and 
paying, equipping and housing 
troops and police. 
The other six nations, which 
also endorsed the President’s 
policy and asked for aid, are 
Greece, Israel, Pakistan, Su­ 
dan, Turkey, and Yemen. For 
various 
reasons, 
Richards 
made no commitments on their 
proposals. 
Instead, they have 
been submitted for decision to 
Secretary Dulles. 
No country got a commit­ 
ment of any kind for U. S. 
military forces in the event of 
Communist attack. 
This key question was re­ 
peatedly raised during Rich­ 
ards’ tour of the Middle East. 
As an illustration, he cited the 
intent interest in the m atter 
of the foreign ministers of 
Pakistan and Afghanistan. 
“They asked me,” Richards

" ‘How are you going to help 
us against Communist aggres­ 
sion? What will you do? Will 
you send troops to fight in our 
mountains?’ 
I told them I 
didn't know whether we would 
or wouldn’t. It would depend

circumstances.

to make that decision under 
the resolution passed by Con­ 
gress.”

closely about this. 
Rep. Marguerite Church (Rh 


111.), asked about a reputed 
secret agreement with Israel. 
“The 
Israeli 
Ambassador 
told me and Rep. D. S. Saund 
CD., Calif.), at a dinner the 
other night,” said Mrs. Church, 
“that if his country Is invaded, 
he has definite assurances the 
U.S. would come to Israel's ald 
if asked to do so. That’s quite 
different than the Impression 
you have just given u s” 
“I know of no assurances 
given any 
nation 
that we 
would send troops to help 
them,” 
replied 
Richard!. 
“Throughout my trip, I told
